The printing, prepara: | 
tion and passing of bylaws of rd | 
character cost the municipalities of 
our Province a great deal of money | 
annually. The ratepayers would. be 
votin= intelligently as they would 
know that the undertaking had recelv- 
ed the approval of the municipal com- 
mission This alone would tond to 
allay the feeling among over seas and 
other investors that many of our pub- 
He iodles were overborrowiug. 
Without doubt improvements have 
been undertaken in towns and cities 
throughout our Provinces (and in this 
our Province ~ is ‘by ‘no means 
alone) and debentures issu: ~ to cover 
the cost thereof spread over such a 
period of time that it le Bafe-to haz- 
ard the opinion that the generation 
to come will be paying the just debt 
of those living today. We hear the 
statement ¢requently made that our 
municipalities are prone to issu» bonds 
for ‘ocal improvements for terms be- 
yond the probabil life o1 the work. A 
munitipal cofmmission would undoubt- 
edly remedy this \tréuble. Twenty. 
years is considered to be too long a 
term over which to spread the: pay- 
ment of a debenture debt incurred for 
the coustruction of cement sidewalks. 
Ten years would be better, certainty, 
fifteen years shoull be an _ outside). 
term, Many bonds issued for a term 
of forty and sometimes fifty years

The tablet, which is about eight 
inches wide, contains on its obverse 
side a@ Latin inscription as follows: 
“Anno XXVI. Regni Ludovici XV. 
Pro Rege Illustriassimo Domino Mar 
chione de Beauharnola MDCOXXXL 
Petrus Gaultier de la Verondrye Po- 
suit.” That ia “In the twenty-sixth 
year of the reign of Louls V., in the 
name of the King, ovr. most illustri- 
ous Sovereign, and of Monsieur the | 
Marquise of Beauharnois, Pictre 
Gaultier de la Verendrye placed (this 
tablet) 1741.” On the reverse side, 
cut in French by the point of a dag- 
ger, is inscribed: “Pose par le Chev- 
alyer de la Vr. te St. Louy la Lon- 
dette, A. Miotte le 30 Mars 1743.” 
Translated this means: ‘‘Deposited by 
the Chevalier de la Verendrye. Wit- 
nesses, St. Louis la Londette, A. Mi- 
otte. March 30, 1743,” The differ- 
ence in the dates is due to the fact 
that the first was stamped at Que- 
bec, where the Marquis de Beauhar- 
nois, Governor of Canada, at the time, 


as he was setting out in search for 
the Western Sea. 

In an effort to discover the West- 
ern Sea, which tt was then believed 
was a comparatively small body of 
water separating North America trom 
the Orient, Chevallier de la Veren- 
drye, traveling with a party of war- 
riors of Bow Indians, saw for the first 
time the Rocky Mountains on New 
Year’s Day, 1748. He decided to cross 
the mountains, ane behold the West- 
ern Sea but found it necessary after 
burying the tablet to retur:: to Fort 
la Reine, the site of the present City 
of Portage la Prairie, where his fath- 
er was awaiting him. For thirteen 
years father and sons had followed | 
the dream of the Western Sea in. 
vain, but they di‘covered a sea of 
prairies, a sea of mountains, and two | 
great rivers, 
the Missouri. 


“A Misstonary Hero. 
Bishop Stringer of the Yukon ts | 


Church of England in Canada, The | 
record of his life bristles with stir- | 
ring incidents, wh'ch read more like | 
a romance than deeds of modern | 
days.

Bishop Stringer has in the Yukon a 
diocese of 200,000 square miles, and 
it is necessary for hint ‘o be continu- 
ally on the move from place to place, 
His principal,’ places are Dawson, 
White Horse and Carcross, At the lat- 
ter town a large government school 
has been built for the Indlan chil- 
dren, and is in charge of the bis op, 
Work is carried on among the whites 
and Indians. Of the latter there are 
c bout one thousand and nearly all be. 
long to the Church of England,
